The Richmond Eunquirer of yesterday comes
to ns in mourning, and filled with particalars of
the terrible accident. The Enguirer publishes
ligte of the killed and wounded, together with
matterd that have already been senl by tele-
graph, but we find in it8 acconat other passages
of interest, 1L says:—

In this generation gnch a ealamity has not
befallen our city as appalled our people yester-
day morning. The dally papers having an-
nounced that the Court of Appeals would make
their decision at 11 o'clock In the Ellyson-Cha-
hoon Mayoralty case, an immense crowd packed
the court-room, in the gecond story of the Capi-
tol, before the hour named. The court-room
is just over the hall of the House of Delegates,
and was lterally packed in every part with
persons eager to hear the expected decision.
Suddenly the packed pallery gave way and was
thrown forward with a heavy concussion into
the centre of the court-room. This occurence,
with the rush and surging of the crowd,
canged the whole tloor to break through from
the walls and sink in a ecloud of dust, and
Inden with its load of hnman beings, down nto,
the inll of the House of Delegates below. The
mass which fell buried beuveath its ruins the
llu-r.-_u_mx who bappéned then to be in the hall,

t is exceedingly fortunate that the catastrophe
happeved ot the early hour of 11; for If it had
gecurred after the House of Delegntes had met
searcely any o! the members could have
escaped, A Jarge meeting of delegates which
hind been held in the hall had just adjourned.

The scene which was presented after the fall
of the guspended court-room was frightful be-
yond deseription. A thick clond of dust filled
the wvast space. Every individual of the vast
throng of human beings was begrimed with
drst, Many were bleeding and groaning from the
injuries they had received. Muany lay dead
in the promisenous crowd. Through the incum-
bent floor of the fallen room the legs, and arms,
and beads of the persons who had been canght
beneath it were protruding: some still nnder the
gpell of death; others moving in efforts at extri-
cation, or in the agony of pailn and suffering
The greater number of the peracns who went
down with the floor readily made their eamﬁa
from the hall below. Thecse who were struck by
timbers and caught by the gallery above, and

Little was, of course, then known of the ex-
tent of the mmuorhc, but the heart sickened

ing that bad neressarlly followed, The best and
wigest men of Virginia were there, and the age
and experience and the flower of the youth of
Richmond were there, and through the crowd,
with sorrowful faces and toarful eyes, fathors,
brothers, and friends rushed eager to hear if
thoee dear to them were among the dead, the
dying, the wounded, or the saved. Would that
during life we may never agaln seesuch n heart-
stekening sight.  Men who had stormed Gottys-
burg and scen the Hlower of thelr country mowed
down around them by grape, and shot, and
shell, shook their heads, and said, a8 mangled
bodies and bleeding friends were brought from
the ruing, never dlﬁ we wituess anythlog so sad
and bheart-rending ns this.

And as ¢ench one was lowered by carefol hands
from the windows of the hall of the House of
Delegates, ench spectator peered with anxious
look to eee if, bencath the blood and dust with
which he was covered, they could discover the
face and form of him they feared had been
killed or wonunded. An hour passed before it
was known certainly who the dead were, and
oh! the agony all felt, for their loss was a public
calamity.

Aun hour more and the dend were laid out at
homes they left a few hours before with hearts
bounding with hope, and with not a thought
that ere the sun reached meridian they wonld
bave departed to their long homes,

The wounded had in the meanwhile been
cared for, and then'for the fArst time did oar
people seem to reallze to its full extent the great
calamity that had befnllen them. Business
censed, and citizensg stood upon thesldewanlks in
groups, and with sorrowing countenances talked
over the circumstances of the tragedy, and gave
expression to the deep grief all felt, not only at
the loes of beloved fellow-citizens, but for their
sorrowing families.

There mny be pens adequate to the task of
portruying the remaining seenes of o day which
will go down in the history of Richmond with
the burning of the theatre In1811, and the bridge
catastrophe of 1869, when poer Colonel Branch

wns killed; but the writer of this, unnerved, aond

PATRICK HENRY AYLETT.

Patrick Henry Aylett was a native of the
county of King William, but had been for many
vears o resident of this city.

THE FIRE BELL RUNG,

Some thoughtful ones ran to the bell-house,
and, obedient to their suggestion, the bell men
commenced tolling, which soon bronght ont the
fire depurtment and many citizens. The report
was rife, and for some time believed, that the
Capitol was on fire. The movement of the
fircmen confirmed that impression.

The hieavy tlmbers, ete., had been pltched ount
of the windows. [I'he records of the court, such
ng hind been recovered, were thrown Into the
ralling enclosing Washington's statue, together
‘with a hundred hats and as many shoes.

THE DEAD AND WOUNDED,

The corpses of those taken frem the roins
were nll laid on the grass on hoth sides of thoe
Capitol, as were the wounded., The woanded
and dead were alike borneaway as soon as their
friends could be lnformed of their condition,

The eatastrophe destroyed the room of the
Supreme Court of Appeals, the Clerk’s office,
and completely wrecked the Hall of the House
of Delegates, In the Iatter place, the Speaker’s
chair and all the desks on he east side were
crushed, a page killed, and twenty-one members
Injured.

THE CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT,

A glance at the inside of the walls of the
bulldings revealed the cuuse of the frigzhtiul
calamity. The old hall in which the lower
house meets was 80 very high that when It was
deemed necessary to have additional offices in
the Capitol, a floor was thrown across, and thus
two storles made of one. In doing this the
architect, instend of inserting the floor beams in
the wull, rested them upon o ledge or offset in
the wu‘al. which projects not more than four
inches, and on thls 1rall support tmbers mea-
suring at least two feet by elgbt or ten Inches
thick were rosted, the constant tendency of
which was Lo press ont the walls nnd lessen the
support. For many years the floor hss been
conepve to an extent that was alarming, but
famillarity hnd, of usnal, removed the doubts of
I8 salety.

GOVERNOR WALKER.

Governor Walker was In his office, only sepn-
rated from the fated room by w smaller rovm
occupied by himself and Colonel Owens, when
the crash came, Colonel Owens becoming
aware of the disaster communieated it o his
Excellency, and both at once mads for the lower
part of the building. On the stairs the Governor
met o crowd rushing frantically above. He
stopped them In a tone of command, and pre.
vented any from going until they could be "of
gervice, As the wounded were romoved and

This position he continued to hold until the
gccession of the Btate, and upon the accession
of Virginia to the Confederate States was ap-
pointed to the corresponding office under that
Government. Since the war Mr, Aylett was for
some time identified with the dally press of this
elty, and the early popularity and success of the
Richmond TYmes was due entirely to the inte-

Mr. Aylett enjoyed ne mere loeal reputation.

Valmnsedn nn Asplrant for the Captatn-tieno-
rulship—Iotriguos in iiis Vavor,

Havaxa, April 23.—For a considerable time
intrigunes have been carrled on hers having for
their purpose the elevation of Connt Valmaseda
o the position of Captain-General, Orl-
ginally an Isabellino and sent out here by the
unfortunate Queen, he hns seemed to realize
that his only bope of being retained in position
or for advancement was in remaining congtantly
in the fleld. Bince his departure from here in
Nov, 1868, he has visited the capital but once,
and then but for a few hours and in order to
confer with his superior. His operations in
the field, oand particularly the sangulnary
disposition he has shown In the Jiguani massa-
cre and on other oceagions, have made him very
popular, particularly in the eastern end of the
isloand, where he has been feled nnd feasted ad
infinitum and ad nauseam. Indeed, there and
elsewhere in the island lus name has come to
excite the utmost enthusinsm. As it is known
that De Rodas is the right hand man of Prim
and is very popular with the army, his recall
has been expected in order to asslst Prim in
maintaining hissupremacy at home, and groat
efforts have been made by the friends of Valma-
fedn to accomplish his enccession. During his
absence in the country his wife has remained
here and hns uged such influence as she could
wield to win over the more prominent officials
to the cause of ber husband. In this, however,
ghe hos not been successful, ng Valmozeda, in-
dependent of his connection with the old regime,
is not regarded as possessing clther the judg-
ment or capabllities for the position. The
Countess recently left for Bpain, doubtless in
ber husbnnd’s interest, after an interview with
him at Manzanillo,

While little Is positively known, it has long
heen whispered that the feellng beiween the
Captain-tieneral and the Count was never very
good, and there is zood authority for saying
that the former has become weary of the plots
and intrigues concerning hissuceession, As the
regult of this it is stated in the strects and
generally repeated among the Spaniards that
Valmaseda has been relieved and ordered home.
Connected with this story is mews concerning
the receut defeat of the troops under his c¢om-
mand near the Cauto. The details of the en-
gagement, in so far as they have reached us,
are already familiar. It i evident they had
nothing to do with his bellef, as the order, if
lgsued at all, must have come from Spain, as in
the present conditlion of affairs here the Cap-
taln-General would bardly assume the responsi-
bility of relieving him from his command.

Two Hundred Custom House Officlals In
League with Smugglers—The Governmeut

Investignting the Fronds.

The rottenness of the New York Custom Heuse
and the corropt administration of ‘‘the Good
Old Man" were exhibited in a private investign-
ton yesterday, befgre Mr. Grinnpell. A short
time ago information was received by the Secre-
tary of the Treasury that the seat of customs at
this port was a den of thieves, and that hun-
dreds of the officials were amassing fortunes by
niding smugglers to defraud the Government.
The statements, which were prepared after actunl
observation, conclusively showed that the offi-
cers of the Collector elosed their eyes as fer-
vently as if they were engaged in prayer when
the valuable goods of the merchants who had
enbsidized them had passed under their notleo.
They permitted cases of costly artleles Lo be de-
livered to merchants in this cliy without exa-
migatlor. beeause they were In the pay of the
owners, and they passed In this way hundreds
of cargoes of goods oa which no dutles had
been paid.

Thirteen of the numher were examined, and
confessed that they had received
HBRIBES FROM YVARIOUS STEAMSHIFP COMPANIES
to pass portlons of their cargoes without actusl
exureination, and to obtaln permission for them
to bring their vessels to varlons docks where the
smuggled goods could be removed to stores on
Broadway, and other thoroughfares. They tes-
tifled on onth that they wera in the habit of re-
celving varlous sums of money from shippiong
merchants te enable them to defraud the Gov-
ernment, and (hat they had shown thelr grati-
tude practically h?' omitting to examine the
merchandise of thelr weulthy [riends, The
“Good OId Man' did not express any astonish-
ment at the revelations; he was not, surprised ot
the statements made by the witnesses, and he
andjourned the heariog il the followlny
morming.

The investlgation was resnmed yosterday.,
Five Custom House lospectors were called, and
they testified thnt they bad received money from
anumber of European and other stesmship
companies to give the oflicers of the vessels of
those comparles epecinl and exelusive facllities
to run thelr cargoes through the Custom House,
They furnished the numoes of their patrons with
conslderable reluctance to the Sarveyor. It i3
sald that two bundred Custom Hounse officers
buve recelved bribes {from the smugglers.——N.
Y, Kun to-day.

Yesterday afternoon, says the Springfield fie-
publican of the 27th, the factory of the New
York Watch Company, on Orloans street, was
completely destroyed by fire. The buildings
occupled the entire block between Tyler street
sod Pendloton avenue, 800 feet in length, and
the lot wag nearly square, The old part, the
old “Amerlean Machine Works,” held the lLea-
viest machinery, and was about 75 feet by 50,
two stories in ')mlght, with & one-story wing,
contalning the furosce and boller.

The exlension, bullt by the company when
they bought the properly, was occupled by Lheir
finest and most delicate machinery, some of it
almost irreplaceable. Buperintendent Percy

enlled the hands to assist in removing the ma-
:.-hlnerf and stock in the northern part of the
main building, before the fire réached it, and
wen and women responded heartily, and all the
finished watches, the majority of the tools,
much of the small machivery, some fixtures,
cnses, desks, and the like, and the sash In the
northeast wing, were saved,

The company was formerly known ns the Mo-
zart Company, with office in Now York and
works in Providence. The business was removed
to this oity nearly three years ago, and took the
Amerienn Machine Works., They were just re-
coverlng from o geason of unfortunate misman-
agement, had got in some of the most perfect
and costly machinery made, and trusted to enter
on a prosperous manufacture. The employes
number ninety-nine, ahout bhalf men and half
women, and [t bears heavily apon them to be
thus robbed of employment. Of course it Is
uncertain whether the company will rebuild.
Their total lors will be little less than $200,000,
while thelr insurance is but 85,000,

It
now has an vx(‘ﬂ:dlnglf sensationnl case in
wint, the principnl figurists in the matter being
Mr, Bamuel E. Bmith, a well-to-do conl merchant
of Plane strect, his wife, her female friend, and
his clerk.

It appears that for some weeks pnst he and
his wife have not dwelt together, in cousequence,
it is alleged, of gome difference of opinion be-
tween them regarding a buxom German hired
girl, On Wednesday afternoon Mrs, Smith was
out walking, and in the course of her promenade
dropped into the confectionery store No, 274
Plane street. Bhe wns observed and followed
by her husband, who forbade the proprietress
from holding any intercourse with her whatever,
This led to n war of words, in which, however,
the womnn seemed to have the best of the battle.
Smith logt his temper entirely, as 18 asserted by
eye witnesses, and applied his foot to his wife.

Exasperated beyond eundurance, the woman
seized o large cocoanut and hurled it at her hus-
tond’s head with wondrous true alm. Ife then
retreated, as another missile of the same kind
came shooting after him. He was followed by
Mrz. Smith, whose “dander” was now thoroughly
aroused. In he daghed into Lis coalyard oflice,
and she after him, Then the conilict was ngalin
renewed by her with Increased vigor, she hurl-
ing welghts at him in o dangerous manner. She
was again getting the best of bim, when his
clerk came in, and together the two men tried
to seceure the inforisted woman, but found it
next to Impossible.  Finally, seizing o large
pitcher, she smashed it into !-lccus over her hus-
band's head, inflicting terrible cuts and bruises,
At this juncture there appeared on the exciting
scene a wildowed eister of Mrs. Smith, who
sprang to the rescne of her relutlve from the
Jutehes of the clerk.

The latter wns speedily prostrated, having
been rendered insensible by two powerful blows
from some lard instrument—some say an iron
bar, others a *“billy.” This brought the battle to
n cloge, and the women retired from the fiold
fully satisfied that they had got their rights,
though the tattered condition of their garments
rendered it necessary that they should reach
their homes with all possible despateh. Mr.
Smith was 8o seriously injured that he was
unable to leave his bed all day yesterday, while
the clerk, though able to be about, has found it
necessary to  wear an extraordinurily large
chnEcau, &0 gwollen is his craninm,

The prineipal part of the contest was wit-
nessed by a large crowd of persons, and the oc-
currence has since been the staple topic of dis-
cussion in private circles. Every effort was
mwade to suppress the matter; and one news-
paper man was threatened with the contents of
a revolver should he attempt to publish any-
thing about the matter. Mra, Smith etates that
asbout six weeks ago, after bearing a heap of
neglect and abusge from her husband, she was
compelled, in defense of her rights as a wife,
to turn the young girl alluded to out of doors.
Her hnsband took the girl's part, however., It
looks as though the end was not yet.

He was referrad to the captain, to
whom he paid his fare. Both Dutson and the
captiin noticed that the strange Jmsacm;cr was
pule and agitated. His manners did not excite
thelr apprebiension of any tragie purpose, and so
only called thelr casual attention.

When the ferry-boat wos about the middle of
the river, Dutson was standing at the starboard
bow amid acrowd of peraons, when, feeling a
kick, he looked aronnd and saw o man strike
the water right by him. He saw that the wheel
pogged without striking him.

The Accldent om the Brunswilok Rallrond--
